Infantile paralysis victims in the 
state numbered 70 today, including 
an unofficial report of five cases in 
the vicinity of Birmingham. New 
cases since June 1 numbered 59. 

No fatalities have been reported.

"J lor of Vanderbilt University, de¬ 
clared that it was not possible for" 
the people of Alabama to compre¬ 
hend the contribution made to the 
state by Alabama College. 

‘‘This contribution to the state,” 
he said, “is not one of dollars and 
cents, nor of doctors, lawyers, and 
professional men who can hand 
back gifts of money. Alabama Col¬ 
lege's contribution has been the 
more than 10,000 young women who 
j have gone fortn to enrich the school 
life, the church life, and the com¬ 
munity life of Alabama. 

“Yet I have heard some men com¬ 
plain about the cost of education. I 
wonder if we can turn these men's 
thoughts toward the cost of ignor¬ 
ance? Can we imagine what Ala¬ 
bama would be like if we had 
never had our three major institu¬ 
tions of higher learning—the uni¬ 
versity, Auburn, and Alabama Col¬ 
lege?” 

The anniversary program began 
at 10 a.m. with a colorful proces-j 
sion of seniors and alumnae from 
Main Dormitory to Palmer Audi¬ 
torium. President A. F. Harman de¬ 
livered the welcome address, and 
Mrs. Frank Chappelle. president of 
the alumnae association, Birming¬ 
ham, responded to his greeting. 

An “Interpretation of Alabama 
College,” by Miss Mary McWil¬ 
liams. *11, history professor at the 
college, was read by Miss Frances 
Foust.

The paper 
traced the growth of Alabama Col¬ 
lege from its founding as the result 
of "a great need in the state for wom¬ 
en's education, to its present re¬ 
markable development as a liberal 
arts college with facilities to care 
for the academic, professional, and 
cultural needs of modern woman¬ 
hood.

JOSEF LHEVINNE 

Josef Lhevinne, famed Russian pi¬ 
anist regarded by many as the fore¬ 
most piano artist of his time, will be 
presented in concert at Alabama 
College Thursday night, Nov. 12, as 
the fourth of 12 attractions being 
presented this year in the Artists 
and Lecture series. 

Special interest in the coming of 
Lhevinne is evidenced by the de¬ 
partment of music at the college, 
although a large attendance of mu¬ 
sic-lovers from over the State is ex¬ 
pected at the concert. 

Lhevinne’s career as teacher and 
concert pianist in European and 
American countries has been long 
and varied. He gave his first piano 
concert in Moscow, his native city, 
when he was but 8 years old and so 
small his teacher had to press the' 
pedals for him. The Grand Duke 
Constantine was so impressed with 
the unusual talents of the boy that 
he at once provided for him to study 
with Sofonoff at the Moscow Im¬ 
perial Conservatory. 

Three years after his acceptance 
at Conservatory, Lhevinne was chos- 
by the csreat Rubinstein to play in 
the annual symphony concert in 
Moscow. Following the performance 
in which Lhevinne played Beethov¬ 
en's “Emperor Concerto,” Rubinstein 
remarked to Sofonoff, “If this young¬ 
ster does not some day become my 
successor, you will be to blame.” 
This prophecy was realized in 1895, 
when Lhevinne won the Rubinstein 
prize in. Berlin.

TyrONTEVALLO, ALA., Feb. 6 — 
(Special)—There are stars 
and stars—and Dr. W. H. Trum¬ 
bauer has a tolerably good grasp 
of both kinds. 

Dr. Trumbauer is director of the 
Alabama College Theater. With 
equal success he casts his plays 
and forecasts the weather. 

Dr. Trumbauer has not missed a 
single forecast on fair weather in 
eight years. 

“Astronomers say there is no 
relationship between weather and 
the moon,” says he, “but there's 
at least a parallelism. 

“After studying this parallelism 
for more than 20 years. I’ve dis¬ 
covered that you’re likely to have 
bad weather or a change in wea¬ 
ther at the time that there's a 
new moon or a full moon. So I . 
always steer clear of those two 
dates when I'm planning a new 
.play.” 

In the eight years that Dr, Trum¬ 
bauer has directed the Alabama 
College Theater, he has 
presented 24 plays, three a year. 
And he has had clear weather 
for all performances but one— 
that one was his last play, John 
Masefield’s “The Faithful,” pre¬ 
sented two weeks ago.' 

“I don’t feel that it was really 
a mistaken forecast that time,” 
he said, “since it was not raining 
at the beginning of the perform¬ 
ance. The rain started only after 
the second act. I'm really very 
proud of that prophecy because 
that day was the only even par¬ 
tially clear one we had for two i 
weeks. And I picked it!” 

Dr. Trumbauer's interest in the 
weather-moon relation began 
when he was a freshman in col¬ 
lege. The college gave many out¬ 
door performances, and for each 
one there was always torrential 
rain. Becoming disgusted with 
ruined performances he deter¬ 
mined to find out what it was all 
about.

"When women learn to commer- ] i 
oialize their household skills, their 
success is notable. All that a good 
cook needs is initiative and stamina 
in order to market her wares," Mrs. 
Richardson said, pointing out 
women who have started pickle, 
mayonnaise and candy factories— 
“some of which have made mil¬ 
lions.” ____________ 


No Fields Closed. 

"No fields are now closed to the 
woman who has ambition, bravery 
and determination to acquire the 
neeessary training. Some girls 
must continue to enter teaching, 
secretarial work and nursing, of 
course, but a greater number must 
look elsewhere for careers.” 

She pointed out “the tragic over¬ 
crowding” in these three tradi¬ 
tional careers. "The result has 
been waste, unemployment, misfits 
and a lowering of salaries because 
the supply of workers has kept 
many paces ahead of the demand, 
she pointed out.

arrives ” she said, lamenting the 
lack of specialized training among 
many young women in the busi 
ness world. ■ r- 

Bravery Needed. 

“The National Federation ot 
Business and Professional Women s 
Clubs found that one woman out 
of every 20 in its membership who 
worked for someone else made 
more than $3000 a year, while one 
woman out of every three who 
worked for herself earned in excess 
of that amount. . 

“A bit of bravery, it seems, is all 
that women lack,” she declared. 

"Rapidly women are overcoming 
the popular resistance to their 
practising medicine. The National 
Federation of Business and Pro¬ 
fessional Women, recently survey¬ 
ing its membership, found that the 
highest earnings were achieved by 
tiie physicians, the mean income 
for this group being considerably 
over $4000. 

“All over the country women are 
eminently successful in pediatrics, 
obstetrics and gynecology fields 
that men have neglected in years 
past and that are peculiarly fitted 
to the temperaments of women. 

Success As Lawyers. 

“The last decade has witnessed 
the eminent success of many wom¬ 
en lawyers. A woman, Florence E. 
Allen, for 12 years a member of 
the Ohio Supreme Court, now sits 
on the U. S. District Court of Ap¬ 
peals and will undoubtedly one day 
be appointed to the Supreme Couit 
of the U. S ,” Mrs. Richardson pre¬ 
dicted.
